Godfrey Andreas Prepares 
Legislative Measure for 
New School 








OTHER MEASURES READY | 


Assemblyman Plans to Get 
Funds for Conservation

At least four proposed bills 
will be submitted by Godfrey A. 
\Andreas, local assemblyman, dur- 
ing the 1937 session of the state 
legislature. He will leave for 
Sacramento Jan. 1, opening of 
the legislature being Jan. 4. | 

The proposals already prepar- 
eg for submission by Mr. Andreas | 
concern the folowing: j 

Establishment of a four - year 
state college in this district. 

Placing the state in the 
wholesale liquor - business. 

Allocation of at least $500,000 | 
for flood control work in this dis- 
trict. 

Requiring marking of all eggs 
shipped into California as ‘“stor- 
age” eggs. 

It is logical that a state educa- 
tional system should be establish- 
ed in thig vicinity, in the belief 
of Mr. Andreas, who two years 
ago submitted a bill for a new 
college, it being defeated due to 
lack of finances. He hag been 
assured now, however, that the 
proposal will be supported by 
many other legislators as well as 
many educators. 

While no definite mention is 
made of the proposed location of 
the contemplated institution, Mr. 
Andreag said the institution prob- 
ably would be placed in the i 
end of San Bernardino county. 
The proposed bill is worded, plac- 
ing the college “east of | 








according to the Uplander. 

Among the many liquor meas- 
ureg to be considered by the law- 
makers will be one from Mr. An- 
dreas providing that the state 
handle liquer by the wholesale. 
This system, he said, would ac- 
‘tually place the state directly in 
charge of the retailers. If the 
retail concerns flagrantly violated 
any major provisions, they would 
be unable to obtain any liquor 
from the state wholesale house. 
Mr. Andreas has been advised by 
those in close touch with the 
liquor situation in the drafting 
of the law. He expects many 
other proposals will be submitted 
concerning the liquor traffic, but 
the Uplander believes that the 
state should have control over the 
sales. 

One of the measures receiving 
much attention from the assem- 
blyman ig a bill seeking to get 
additonal funds for further im- 
provement of the flood control 
project in San Antonio canyon. 
Through his efforts assemblymen 
from other districts have come 
here to inspect the flood control 
situation and to learn of the need 
for further work in conserving | 
water.

Recommendation has been giv- 
en by the Los Angeles PWiA of- 
fice that final approval be given 
Upland’s request for construction 
of the new city hall. Plans and 
specifications and complete data 
on the proposed bulilding have 
been forwarded to Washington, 
D. C. 

Only the matter of routine 
awaits the Upland project, 
cording to the belief of local of- 
ficials. The project has advantag- 
es over other PWA proposals in 
that the city has money in the 
bank as its share of the total cost 
and only final word is necessary 
to actually start work on _ the 
building. 

“Tf final approval came today 
workmen could be on the job by 
Monday morning,” is the way one 
i official told of the project. 








When the city sold its 20-acre 
lemon grove, funds were made 
lavailable for the building. Of the 
total cost, including furnishings, 
the city is to pay 55 per cent and 
the PWA 45 per cent. At least 
that is the present ratio. A re- 
cent tendency in WPA building 
ee has been to increase the 
sponsors’ share of the cost. It 
is unknown if any changes are 
contemplated in the PWA division 
of the unemployment relief pro- 
gram.
